
Trump cracks down on Cuba, Nicaragua and Venezuela

CORAL GABLES, Fla. (AP) — 

The Trump administration 
on Wednesday intensified 
its crackdown on Cuba, Ni¬ 
caragua and Venezuela, 
rolling back Obama ad¬ 
ministration policy and an¬ 
nouncing new restrictions 
and sanctions against the 
three countries whose lead¬ 
ers national security adviser 
John Bolton dubbed the 
“three stooges of social¬ 
ism.” 

“The troika of tyranny — 
Cuba, Venezuela and Ni¬ 
caragua — is beginning to 
crumble,” Bolton said in a 
hard-hitting speech near 
Miami on the 58th anniver¬ 
sary of the United States’ 
failed Bay of Pigs invasion 
of the island, an attempt to 
overthrow the Cuban gov¬ 
ernment. 

The measures seem likely to 
hit hardest in Cuba, which 


is at a moment of severe 
economic weakness as it 
struggles to find cash to im¬ 
port basic food and other 
supplies following a drop in 
aid from Venezuela and a 


string of bad years in other 
key economic sectors. 
Bolton announced a new 
cap on the amount of 
money that families in the 
United States can send 


their relatives in Cuba. The 
Obama administration 
had lifted limits on remit¬ 
tances, but the new limit 
will be $1,000 per person 
per quarter. Remittances

to Cuba from the United 
States amounted to $3 bil¬ 
lion in 2016, according to 
the State Department.

Washington also moved to 
restrict “non-family travel” 
after a broad loosening of 
so-called purposeful visits 
under Obama led to soar¬ 
ing numbers of American 
trips for cultural and edu¬ 
cational exchanges. De¬ 
tails on the restrictions were 
not immediately clear, but 
tourism is a key lifeline of 
hard currency for Cuba. 
Bolton called such visits 
“veiled tourism.” 

Bolton spoke hours after 
Secretary of State Mike 
Pompeo announced a 
new policy allowing law¬ 
suits against foreign firms 
operating on properties 
Cuba seized from Ameri¬ 
cans after the 1959 revolu¬ 
tion. The United States has 
enforced a trade embargo 
against Cuba since the 
early 1960s. Cuban officials 
met the announcements 


with defiance. “Nobody 
will snatch away from us, 
neither through seduction 
nor force, ‘the Fatherland 
that our parents won for us 
by standing up,’" President 
Miguel Diaz-Canel said via 
Twitter. “We Cubans will 
not surrender.” 

Foreign Minister Bruno Ro¬ 
driguez called it an attack 
on international law, Cu¬ 
ban sovereignty and coun¬ 
tries that would do business 
with the island: “Aggressive 
escalation by (hashtag)US 
against Cuba will fail. Like 
at Giron, we will be victo¬ 
rious,” he tweeted, refer¬ 
ring to a Bay of Pigs beach 
where invaders landed. 
“We will always be willing 
to have a dialogue based 
on absolute respect, but 
if the U.S. government has 
chosen a confrontational 
path we will not hesitate 
to defend the gains of the 
revolution at any cost,” Ro¬ 


driguez later said on state 
television. 

On Venezuela, Bolton said 
Washington was sanction¬ 
ing the country's Central 
Bank, which the Trump ad¬ 
ministration says has been 
instrumental in propping up 
the embattled government 
of President Nicolas Madu- 
ro. The sanctions do not bar 
humanitarian aid or private 
remittances and aim to en¬ 
sure reliability of debit and 
credit card transactions, 
which have become es¬ 
sential amid skyrocketing 
inflation and a shortage of 
cash notes. 


Maduro called the move 
the latest example of “im¬ 
perialist aggression.” In a 
nationally broadcast TV 
appearance, he said any 
nation’s central bank is 
“sacred" and deserves 
respect. “I see imperial¬ 
ism as crazy, desperate,” 
Maduro said. Bolton also 
announced sanctions 
against financial services 
provider Bancorp, which 
he claimed is a “slush fund” 
for Nicaraguan President 
Daniel Ortega. “The Unit¬ 
ed States looks forward to 
watching each corner of 
this sordid triangle of terror 


fall: in Havana, in Caracas, 
and in Managua,” Bolton 
said in South Florida, which 
is home to many thousands 
of exiles and immigrants 
from the three countries. 

He said Obama administra¬ 
tion policies had given the 
Cuban government “politi¬ 
cal cover to expand its ma¬ 
lign influence” across the 
region, including in Ven¬ 
ezuela. Cuba has trained 
Venezuelan security forces 
to repress civilians and sup¬ 
port Maduro, Bolton said, 
calling Maduro “quite sim¬ 
ply a Cuban puppet.”

Bolton’s pledge to “never, 
ever abandon” the people 
of Cuba, Venezuela and 
Nicaragua in their fight for 
freedom also might ring 
hollow in light of the his¬ 
torical events he sought to 
highlight at the event host¬ 
ed by the Bay of Pigs Veter¬ 
ans Association. 

Many Cuban Americans 
to this day resent the late 
President John F. Kennedy 
for not deploying American 
troops at a critical moment 
in the Bay of Pigs invasion. 
Meanwhile, with the high 
stakes of the Cold War a 
fading memory, some crit¬ 
ics of U.S. policy toward 
Venezuela worry the Trump 
administration’s stance 
that all options are on the 
table, including a military 


one, to oust Maduro is an 
empty threat that will only 
serve to ignite the streets 
and geopolitical tensions 
with Russia, compounding 
the misery of Venezuelan 
citizens. “Honoring one of 
U.S.' greatest military fias-

cos from 60 years back 
suggests U.S. policy to Latin 
America owes more now 
to a perverse Cold War 
nostalgia than practical 
benefits for people of the 
region,” said Ivan Briscoe, 
the Latin American direc- 
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tor for the International Cri¬ 
sis Group, a Brussels-based 
think tank. 

Collin Laverty, president of 
Cuba Educational Travel, 
said in a statement that 
the measures on remit¬ 
tances and travel threaten 
the economic survival of 
Cuban families and the vi¬ 
ability of thousands of inde¬ 
pendent small businesses 
allowed to operate since 
2010 under reforms imple¬ 
mented by former Presi¬ 
dent Raul Castro. 

“The only winners here are 
a handful of members of 
Congress and those stuck 
in the past that support 
them," Laverty said. “The 
losers are millions of Cubans 
on and off the island and 
the overwhelming majority 
of Americans that support 
engagement with Cuba.” 
Many of the 400 or so 
who paid $100 to attend 
Bolton’s speech at the Bilt- 
more in South Florida were 
of Cuban descent. Rafael 
UsaTorres, a member of the 
2506 Brigade that worked 
for the CIA at the time of 
the invasion, said he has 
faith the measures will bring 
down Diaz-Canel's govern¬ 
ment, though he wished it 
had been done sooner. 
“Today is a big day,” the 
78-year-old said. “But I feel 
very sad — too many years 
waiting.” 

Others said Washington 
isn't going far enough. 
Manuel Menendez-Pou, 
79, said the Cuban gov¬ 
ernment had confiscated 
some $63 million in proper¬ 
ty from his family, once one 
of the wealthiest on the 
island, mainly in the sugar 
industry. 

“The problem is not the 
money,” Menendez-Pou, 
also a former member of 
the brigade, said minutes 
before the speech. “They 
stole our life." 

In Havana, homemaker 


Odalis Salazar worried 
about the future of remit¬ 
tances she receives from 
two children living abroad, 
including one in the United 
States. 

“It hurts everyone and 
Trump is absolutely crimi¬ 
nal, because he knows that 
... (the remittances) help us 
a lot,” Salazar said. “We 
Cubans have families there 
and we get by largely with 
that help that they send 
us.” Pompeo’s decision on 
allowing lawsuits lets Ameri¬ 
cans, including Cubans 
who became naturalized 
citizens, sue companies 
that operate out of hotels, 
tobacco factories, distill¬ 
eries and other properties 
nationalized after Fidel 
Castro took power. 
Pompeo said he would not 
renew a bar on litigation 
that has been in place for 
two decades, meaning 
lawsuits can be filed start¬ 
ing May 2, when the cur¬ 
rent suspension expires. 

The Justice Department 
has certified roughly 6,000 
claims as having merit, said 
Kimberly Breier, the top U.S. 
diplomat for the Americas. 
Those claims have an esti¬ 
mated value of $8 billion: 
$2 billion in property and $6 
billion in interest, she said. 
An additional 200,000 un¬ 
certified claims could run 
into the tens of billions of 
dollars, she said. 

Breier said there would be 
no exceptions to the poli¬ 
cy, but foreign companies 
“will have nothing to worry 
about if they are not oper¬ 
ating on properties taken 
from Americans.” 
Nonetheless, companies 
in the European Union 
and Canadian companies 
stand to lose tens of bil¬ 
lions in compensation and 
interest, and the decision 
prompted stern responses 
and vows to protect busi¬ 
nesses from lawsuits.Q

LITTLETON, Colo. (AP) — A 

Florida teenager who au¬ 
thorities say was obsessed 
with the Columbine school 
shooting and may have 
been planning an attack 
in Colorado just ahead of 
the 20th anniversary was 
found dead Wednesday in 
an apparent suicide after 
a nearly 24-hour manhunt. 
The body of 18-year-old 
high schooler Sol Pais was 
discovered in the moun¬ 
tains outside Denver with 
what appeared to be 
a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound after investigators 
got a tip from the driver 
who took her there, the FBI 
said. 

During the manhunt, Den- 
ver-area schools closed as 
a precaution, with classes 
and extracurricular activi¬ 
ties canceled for a half-mil¬ 
lion students. 

Police and the FBI were 
tipped off about Pais af¬ 
ter the Miami Beach high 
school student made trou¬ 
bling remarks to others 
about her “infatuation" 
with the 1999 bloodbath 
at Columbine High and this 
weekend’s anniversary of 
the 13 killings, said Dean 
Phillips, FBI agent in charge 
in Denver. Fie did not elab¬ 
orate on what she said. 

Pais purchased three one¬ 
way tickets to Denver on 
three consecutive days, 
then flew in on Monday 
night and went directly 
to a gun store, where she 
bought a shotgun, authori¬ 
ties said. 

“We're used to threats, 
frankly, at Columbine,” 
John McDonald, security 
chief for Jefferson County 
school system, said when 
the manhunt was over. 
“This one felt different. It 
was different. It certainly 
had our attention." 
McDonald described her 
trip as a “pilgrimage” to 
Columbine. 

Colorado Gov. Jared Polis 
said after receiving word 
that the hunt was over 
that he and all Colorado 
parents are “hugging their 
children a little tighter.” 

In Pais’ hometown, Surf- 


side Police Chief Julio Yero 
asked that the family be 
given “privacy and a little 
time to grieve.” Pais’ par¬ 
ents had reported her miss¬ 
ing on Monday night, po¬ 
lice said. 

“This family contributed 
greatly to this investigation 
from the very onset. They 
provided valuable infor¬ 
mation that led us to Col¬ 
orado and a lot of things 
that assisted in preventing 
maybe more loss of life," 
Yero said. 

Authorities said she did not 
threaten a specific school. 
But Columbine and more 
than 20 other schools out¬ 
side Denver reacted by 
locking their doors for 
nearly three hours Tuesday 
afternoon, and some can¬ 
celed evening activities or 
moved them inside. 

Pais’ body was found off a 
trail not far from the base of 
Mount Evans, a recreation 
area about 60 miles south¬ 
west of Denver, authorities 
said. She used the weapon 
she bought, Phillips said. 
She had been last seen in 
a black T-shirt, camouflage 
pants and black boots. 
Sheriff Jeff Shrader said the 
sale of the shotgun appar¬ 
ently followed the state's 
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legal process. Out-of- 
state residents who are at 
least 18 can buy shotguns 
in Colorado. Customers 
must provide fingerprints 
and pass a criminal back¬ 
ground check. 

A gun shop that said it sold 
the shotgun to Pais post¬ 
ed on Facebook that she 
passed the background 
check and the purchase 
was legal. 

“We had no reason to sus¬ 
pect she was a threat to 
either herself or anyone 
else,” said the post, which 
was signed by Colorado 
Gun Broker owner Josh 
Rayburn. 

School officials said events 
planned to mark the anni¬ 
versary will go on as sched¬ 
uled, including a ceremony 
at Columbine on Saturday. 
Two teenagers attacked 
Columbine on April 20, 
1999, killing 12 classmates 
and a teacher before tak¬ 


ing their own lives. They 
have inspired cult-like ad¬ 
mirers and motivated other 
mass shooters over the de¬ 
cades. Since Columbine, 
a growing “no notoriety” 
movement has urged news 
organizations to avoid 
naming the perpetrators of 
mass shootings to deprive 
them of the notoriety they 
seek. 

In Florida, Adam Charni, a 
Miami Beach High School 
senior, said Pais dressed 
in black and kept mostly 
to herself. Fie said he was 
“baffled” to learn she was 
the person authorities in 
Colorado were searching 
for. Another classmate, 
17-year-old Drew Burnstine, 
described Pais as quiet and 
smart. 

Phillips said investigators 
were poring through Pais’ 
social media, including a 
blog with photos of hand¬ 
written journal entries 
alongside sketches of guns. 
Denver-area parents strug¬ 
gled with how to explain to 
their children why they had 
the day off school without 
scaring them. 

“This is definitely a chal¬ 
lenge in their generation, 
and watching my kids learn 
how to navigate this is really 
hard. It is really heartbreak¬ 
ing,” said Suzanne Kerns, of 
suburban Arvada, whose 
children are 8 and 15. 

Kerns said she was angry 
about how easy it was for 
someone reported missing 
to come from out of state 
and buy a gunO

The deadly attack at Col¬ 
umbine High School in 1999 
seemed to usher in a new 
era of school shootings. 

Two decades later, polls 
consistently capture grow¬ 
ing fears among Ameri¬ 
can parents that their chil¬ 
dren face imminent dan¬ 
ger whenever they go to 
school. Those fears have 
only intensified since at¬ 
tacks at an elementary 
school in 2012 in Newtown, 
Connecticut, and last year 
at a high school in Park¬ 
land, Florida. 

In the aftermath of the 
Parkland shooting, some re¬ 
search suggests that some 
type of school gun violence 
happens almost daily in the 
United States. Other studies 
indicate that deaths from 
school violence have ac¬ 
tually declined since 1991. 
Answers to some key ques¬ 
tions about school attacks 
over the last several de¬ 
cades: 

WHAT ARE AMERICANS’ 
PERCEPTIONS OF SCHOOL 
SHOOTINGS? 

A March survey by The Asso¬ 
ciated Press-NORC Center 
for Public Affairs Research 
found that a majority of 
Americans believe schools 
and colleges, along with 
places of worship, have be¬ 
come less safe compared 
with 20 years ago. 

Wide shares of Americans 
also believe parents, the 
internet and news cover¬ 
age of similar attacks are 
at least partly to blame for 
school shootings. 

About 2 in 10 parents 
are not at all confident 
or not very confident in 


their child’s safety while 
at school. About a third of 
parents are very confident 
or extremely confident, ac¬ 
cording to the poll. But few¬ 
er Americans put blame for 
shootings on schools them¬ 
selves. 

WHAT DO THE DATA SHOW? 

According to data com¬ 
piled by Northeastern Uni¬ 
versity criminologist James 
Alan Fox, who has been 
researching gun violence 
for decades, school shoot¬ 
ings were more frequent in 
the 1990s than today. From 
1991 until the Columbine 
shooting, an average of 
19 fatal school shootings 
happened each year, with 
about 22 people killed. 


In contrast, over the past 
eight years, an average of 
about six fatal school shoot¬ 
ings happened each year, 
with about 14 killed. 

“First of all, schools are safe, 
and if you consider the 
over 50 million schoolchil¬ 
dren and the over 100,000 
schools that we have, the 
risk of a student or a facul¬ 
ty member being killed by 
gunfire, it’s extremely low,” 
Fox told AP. “The one-homi- 
cide-is-too-many mantra is 
quite true. Yet when you do 
the calculations, the prob¬ 
ability is very small." 

Other data, such as that 
compiled by Everytown 
for Gun Safety, captures a 
broader spectrum of gun- 


related violence, including 
non-fatal shootings and 
drive-by shootings in which 
the perpetrators do not 
have a direct connection 
to the school. That research 
paints a different picture 
that suggests gun violence 
— from random gunfire to 
suicides — is a frequent oc¬ 
currence. 

Everytown, which began 
tracking school shootings 
after Newtown, notes that 
attacks such as those at 
Sandy Hook Elementary 
School and Marjory Stone- 
man Douglas High School 
are not commonplace 
and represent less than 1 
percent of the school gun- 
violence incidents. 


WHAT DRIVES THE PERCEP¬ 
TION THAT SCHOOL SHOOT¬ 
INGS ARE ON THE RISE? 

Fox chalks much of it up to 
the attention such crimes 
receive in the news. A gen¬ 
eration ago, there were 
many fewer cable TV news 
channels and websites cov¬ 
ering the events 24 hours a 
day. One school shooting 
he cites happened in 1989, 
when a gunman killed five 
elementary school stu¬ 
dents and wounded 32. 
The shooting in Stockton, 
California, is barely remem¬ 
bered. Columbine was 
among the mass shootings 
in recent decades that 
sparked the “No Notoriety” 
movement, an appeal by 
both gun-control and gun- 
rights activists to avoid re¬ 
peated reporting of the 
names and biographic de¬ 
tails of gunmen. They hope 
denying attention to the 
attackers prevents inspiring 
a new crop of future shoot¬ 
ers. 

HOW HAVE SHOOTINGS 
EVOLVED? 

The early 1990s were 
plagued by a high homi¬ 
cide rate overall around 
the country, and that’s re¬ 
flected in school shootings. 
Many of the attacks in that 
decade were gang-relat¬ 
ed. Gang warfare spilled 
out from the streets into 
the halls of the schools, but 
those shootings “were not 
the type of events that got 
a lot of attention, except 
for locally," Fox said. 

In more recent years, most 
school shootings are ei¬ 
ther related to perceived 
bullying or to reasons that 
cannot be definitively 
explainedO 
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Parole granted for driver in deadly 1981 Brink’s heist

ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — For¬ 
mer left-wing revolutionary 
Judith Clark was granted 
parole Wednesday after 
serving more than 37 years 
behind bars for her role as 
getaway driver in a 1981 
Brink's armored truck rob¬ 
bery that left two police of¬ 
ficers and a security guard 
dead. “You were wrong. 
Your behavior was crimi¬ 
nal. Your callous disregard 
for the wellbeing of some, 
in favor of others, is a dis¬ 
grace," the parole board 
wrote in its letter delivered 
to Clark. “However, this re¬ 
lease decision is granted 
in keeping with applicable 
factors" including her age, 
the length of time served, 
her apologies to victims, 
her disavowal of radical 
principles and her accom¬ 
plishments in prison. 

Clark was seen by support¬ 
ers as a symbol of the need 
for clemency if the prison 
system was to live up to its 
ideals as an institution of re¬ 
habilitation rather than ret¬ 
ribution. 

Democratic Gov. Andrew 
Cuomo praised Clark’s be¬ 
havior as a model prisoner 
when he commuted her 
75-years-to-life sentence in

2016 to make her eligible 
for parole. The 69-year- 
old inmate has earned a 
master’s degree, trained 
service dogs, founded an 
AIDS education program 
and counseled mothers 
behind bars during her time 
in prison. 

“We are grateful that the 
Parole Board affirmed 
what everyone who has in¬ 
teracted with Judy already 
knows — that she is a reha¬ 
bilitated, remorseful wom¬ 
an who poses no threat to 
society,” said Michael Car- 
dozo, who represents Clark 
pro bono as co-counsel 
with Steve Zeidman. 

Clark is supposed to be re¬ 
leased from Bedford Hills 
Correctional Facility by May 
15, Zeidman said, adding 
“We hope it's much soon¬ 
er.” She plans to live with a 
friend in New York City and 
take a job with Hour Chil¬ 
dren, an organization that 
helps incarcerated women 
and their children rejoin the 
community. 

“My great hope is that the 
Parole Board continues to 
honor the work people do 
to transform their lives while 
in prison and lets more 
families’ loved ones come 
home,” said Clark's daugh¬ 
ter, Harriet Clark, in a pre¬ 


pared statement. 

At her April 3 parole hear¬ 
ing, Clark presented sup¬ 
port statements from more 
than 2,000 people. They 
included former Manhat¬ 
tan District Attorney Robert 
Morgenthau, 11 members 
of New York’s congressio¬ 
nal delegation and Elaine 
Lord, a former superinten¬ 
dent of Bedford Hills Cor¬ 
rectional Facility. A letter 
signed by more than 70 
elected officials said the 


correctional system exists 
for rehabilitation as well as 
punishment. 

But some law enforcement 
officials and families of vic¬ 
tims opposed her release. 
The $1.6 million Brink’s heist 
at a mall in suburban New 
York led to the shooting 
deaths of Brink’s guard Pe¬ 
ter Paige and Nyack police 
officers Edward O'Grady 
and Waverly Brown. 

The parole board said it 
considered the letters in 


support and opposition of 
Clark’s release, as well as 
her post-release employ¬ 
ment plans and low risk of 
future offenses. 

“This perversion of justice is 
a sad continuation of the 
deadly assault on police 
officers happening across 
our nation and signals to 
the criminal element that it 
is open season on cops,” 
Rockland County Execu¬ 
tive Ed Day said in a state¬ 
ment Wednesday. □ 
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Bus carrying Germans crashes, kills 29 on Portugal’s Madeira

LISBON, Portugal (AP) — A 

tour bus carrying German 
tourists crashed on Portu¬ 
gal's Madeira Island on 
Wednesday, killing 29 peo¬ 
ple and injuring 28 others, 
local authorities said. 

The bus, which was car¬ 
rying 55 people, rolled 
down a steep hillside after 
veering off the road on a 
bend east of the capital, 
Funchal, and struck at least 
one house, local mayor Fil- 
ipe Sousa told cable news 
channel SIC. 

Local television showed 
bodies scattered over a 
rural hillside next to the At¬ 
lantic Ocean. Madeira, off 
northwestern Africa, is a 
popular vacation destina¬ 
tion for Europeans due to its 
mild climate and lush, hilly 
landscape. 

The dead included 18 
women and 11 men, one 
of whom died later at a 
hospital, Sousa told public 
broadcaster RTP.

Israel’s president formally nominates Netanyahu as PM

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel’s 
president on Wednesday 
formally nominated Benja¬ 
min Netanyahu for a fourth 
consecutive term as prime 
minister, officially launching 
a process that is expected 
to result in a new govern¬ 
ment dominated by reli¬ 
gious and nationalist par¬ 
ties in the coming weeks. 

In one of the president’s 
few non-ceremonial roles. 
President Reuven Rivlin 
tasked Netanyahu with as¬ 
sembling a governing co¬ 
alition within 42 days. 


The move was widely ex¬ 
pected after Netanyahu's 
Likud party and its right- 
wing allies captured a ma¬ 
jority of seats in parliamen¬ 
tary elections last week. 

In a joint appearance af¬ 
ter the two leaders signed 
and presented the official 
nomination, Rivlin called 
on Netanyahu to “heal the 
wounds and rifts” laid bare 
in Israeli society by the bruis¬ 
ing election campaign. 
Netanyahu said he was 
“moved” to accept his fifth 
nomination as prime minis¬ 
ter “as though it's the first 


time, and in a certain way, 
even more than the first 
time.” 

In a post-election ritual, 
Rivlin hosted consultations 
with party leaders this week 
to hear their recommenda¬ 
tions for who should serve 
as the next prime minister. 
Netanyahu’s right-wing 
bloc — made up of Kula- 
nu, the Union of Right Wing 
Parties, Yisrael Beitenu and 
the ultra-Orthodox Shas 
and United Torah Judaism 
— now commands a 65- 
55 majority in the 120-seat 
parliament.

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German government halves 2019 growth forecast to 0.5%

BERLIN (AP) — The German 
government on Wednes¬ 
day slashed its 2019 eco¬ 
nomic growth forecast for 
the country for the second 
time this year, halving its 
outlook to a meager 0.5%. 
The update came less than 
three months after the gov¬ 
ernment cut its forecast to 
1% from 1.8% in late Janu¬ 
ary. 

Weaker growth elsewhere 
as a result of global trade 
tensions and uncertain¬ 
ty over Britain’s exit from 
the European Union has 
weighed on Germany’s 
prospects — along with 
the after-effects of its own 
weak performance at the 
end of last year, when out¬ 
put was dragged down 
largely by one-time factors 
related to new car emis¬ 


sions standards. 

Economy Minister Peter 
Altmaier predicted growth 
of 1.5% in 2020, a margin¬ 
ally worse outlook than the 
1.6% forecast in January. 
Last year, gross domes¬ 
tic product expanded by 
1.4%. 

Altmaier said growth should 
perk up in this year's sec¬ 
ond half, pointing to solid 
domestic demand, boom¬ 
ing construction and ex¬ 
pectations that the global 
economy will pick up. He 
also noted receding pros¬ 
pects of a chaotic no-deal 
Brexit and the possibility of 
Britain leaving the EU on 
softer terms than it originally 
envisioned after the dead¬ 
line for its EU withdrawal 
was put back to Oct. 31. 
Germany has Europe’s big¬ 
gest economy and is one

Lightning hits Acropolis in 
Greece injuring 4, site intact

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — A lightning bolt struck the Acrop¬ 
olis in Athens during a rainstorm Wednesday, lightly injur¬ 
ing two visitors and two guards but causing no damage 
to the country’s most famous ancient site, Greek officials 
said. 

A culture ministry statement said the citadel’s lightning 
conductor, which is set apart from the 2,500-year-old 
marble buildings, was hit. The impact shattered glass win¬ 
dows in two nearby guard booths, and the guards inside 
as well as two female visitors were taken to hospital with 
light cuts. 

The hilltop UNESCO World Heritage site is Greece’s most 
popular archaeological site, attracting 3.15 million visitors 
last year. 

The ministry said none of the Acropolis monuments, which 
include the 5th Century B.C. Parthenon and Erechtheion 
temples, were damaged. The two visitors were discharged 
from hospital after receiving first aid while the guards re¬ 
mained for precautionary reasonsO 


porters. 

The government's eco¬ 
nomic outlook “is at the 
lower end of the forecast 
spectrum” in keeping with 
its tradition and, as it now 
stands, has a good chance 
of being reflected in reality, 
Altmaier said.

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Lebanon’s PM vows strict austerity reforms to avoid crash

BEIRUT (AP) — Prime Min¬ 
ister Saad Hariri warned 
Wednesday that Leba¬ 
non is heading toward an 
economic “catastrophe” 
unless the government 
implements strict austerity 
measures to reduce a bal¬ 
looning budget deficit and 
massive national debt. 

The stark warning came 
shortly after parliament 
passed amendments nec¬ 
essary to implement an 
ambitious plan to restruc¬ 
ture the country's crum¬ 
bling electricity sector. 
Restructuring the power 
sector, dysfunctional since 
Lebanon’s 1975-90 civil 
war, has been among key 
demands for reforms by 
the World Bank and inter¬ 
national donors. 

Outside parliament, hun¬ 
dreds of civil servants pro¬ 
tested, fearing the austerity 
measures to be adopted 
in the new budget would 
lead to wage cuts for state 
employees amid the eco¬ 
nomic crisis. The budget is 
still in the works and is ex¬ 
pected to be sent to par¬ 
liament for approval in the 
coming weeks. 




The electricity plan was ap¬ 
proved by a large majority 
in parliament Wednesday, 
days after it was agreed on 
by the government. It aims 
to eventually bring electric¬ 
ity to the Lebanese 24 hours 
a day, securing an addi¬ 
tional 1,450 megawatts of 
temporary power by next 
year so that total output 
will reach 3,500 megawatts 
— enough to provide pow¬ 
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some civil servants and 
members of the military 
may have to make “sac¬ 
rifices," insisting that such 
steps will not affect the 
poor. 

“I am not saying that Leb¬ 
anon is about to collapse 
but if we don’t take ma¬ 
jor steps, we will reach a 
place where no one wants 
to be,” Hariri said. Speaking 
about overspending, Hariri 
added: “If we continue this 
way, we will reach a catas¬ 
trophe.” 

He later posted on Twitter 
that his two-month old gov¬ 
ernment “is obliged to put 
forth an austerity budget 
unprecedented in the his¬ 
tory of Lebanon.” 

No agreement yet has 
been reached but leaks 
about possible wage cuts 
have led to random pro¬ 
tests and street closures by 
members of a worried pub¬ 
lic. Foreign Minister Gebran 
Bassil tweeted over the 
weekend that if wages are 
not reduced, “there will be 
no salaries for anyone” in 
the future. 

“The draft budget does not 
include so-called wage 
cuts," Finance Minister Ali 
Hassan Khalil told reporters 
after Wednesday's parlia¬ 
ment session, seeking to 
calm nerves. 

Some economists say the 
crisis has begun already 
and is getting worse every 
week with new waves of 
layoffs, rising debt and slow 
growth.□

Iraqi war games: Army trains in desert,

TAJI BASE, Iraq (AP) — The

KHARTOUM, Sudan (AP) — 

Sudan’s ruling military trans¬ 
ferred ousted President 
Omar al-Bashir to a prison 
in the country’s capital, a 
military official and former 
minister said as hundreds of 
people marched Wednes¬ 
day to a sit-in outside the 
army headquarters in Khar¬ 
toum, calling for a quick 
handover of power to a ci¬ 
vilian leadership. 

The military last week 
ousted al-Bashir following 
months of street protests 
against his 30-year rule, 
then appointed a military 
council it says would rule 
for no more than two years 
while elections are orga¬ 
nized. 

Since his ouster on Thurs¬ 
day, al-Bashir was held in 
custody at a “safe place.” 
The military said it would 
not extradite him to the In¬ 
ternational Criminal Court 
to be tried over charges of 
war crimes and genocide 
in the region of Darfur, but 
would put him on trial at 


home. 

The former minister told 
The Associated Press that 
al-Bashir had remained 
“under house arrest" at 
the presidential residence 
inside the army headquar¬ 
ters’ compound in Khar¬ 
toum. 


He was then moved to 
Kopar Prison late Tuesday, 
according to the ex-minis¬ 
ter. 

The military official con¬ 
firmed this. Both spoke on 
condition of anonymity 
because they were not au¬ 
thorized to talk to reporters.

Organizers of the street pro¬ 
tests had demanded the 
military move al-Bashir to 
an official prison.

Uganda’s deputy foreign 
minister, Henry Okello Ory- 
em, said Uganda “can 
consider” giving al-Bashir 
asylum if he wants it. 
Oryem, who did not ad¬

President Martin Vizcarra 
announced the death on 
Twitter, saying that doctors 
in the capital city of Lima 
performed emergency sur¬ 
gery and tried three times 
to resuscitate Garcia. 

It was a shocking end for 
a man who twice ruled 
Peru before becoming en¬ 
snared more recently in the 
corruption scandal involv¬ 
ing the construction giant 
Odebrecht. The scandal 
has touched nearly every 
living former president. 
When they arrived, police 
found Garcia on the sec¬ 
ond floor of his home, a 
leafy mansion in the city’s 
Miraflores district. He asked 


for a moment to call his 
lawyer, entered a bed¬ 
room and closed the door 
behind him. Interior Minister 
Carlos Moran said. 

“Minutes later, the sound of 
gunfire was heard,” Moran 


said. “Police forced their 
way into the room and 
found him.” 

Prosecutors suspect the 
former president received 
more than $100,000 from 
Odebrecht, disguised as

a payment to speak at a 
conference in Brazil. 

Garda repeatedly pro¬ 
fessed his innocence and 
said he was the victim of 
false testimony by politi¬ 
cal enemies who accused 


him of taking more than

in a 2016 plea agreement 
with the U.S. Justice De¬ 
partment that it paid near¬ 
ly $800 million throughout 
Latin America in exchange 
for lucrative public works 
contracts. The former head 
of state's attorney accused 
authorities of neglecting to 
provide Garcia with infor¬ 
mation on why he was be¬ 
ing detained or show their 
official identifications when 
they showed up to arrest 
him. “The president, upset 
over this situation, knowing 
his absolute innocence ... 
had this terrible accident," 
attorney Erasmo Reyna 
said. The stunning turn of 
events comes four months 
after Garcia sought asylum 
in Uruguay as prosecutors 
in Peru investigated allega¬ 
tions he illegally took pay¬ 
ments from Odebrecht. 
He remained there for a 
little more than two weeks 
before his request was 
denied. □

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — The 

government of Brazilian 
President Jair Bolsonaro 
announced Tuesday a fi¬ 
nancial package aimed 
at staving off a potential 
truckers' strike. 

Brazilian Development 
Bank will be providing $128 
million in credit to truckers 
and the Ministry of Infra¬ 
structure will spend $514 
million on improving roads, 
said Chief of Staff Onyx 
Lorenzoni. The announce¬ 


ment is part of a series of 
recent government deci¬ 
sions aimed at appeasing 
the sector. 

Last month Bolsonaro an¬ 
nounced via Twitter that 
he would not be renewing 
a contract for electronic 
radars saying that “the 
vast majority of them only 
exist for the sole purpose 
of financial return for the 
state.” 

An investigation by news¬ 
paper Folha de Sao Paulo 
found that the radars had 
resulted in a 21.7% reduc¬ 


tion in fatalities on federal 
roads. On Thursday, Bolso¬ 
naro canceled a planned 
5.7% increase in diesel pric¬ 
es. The decision caused 
shares in Brazil’s state oil 
company Petrobras to 
drop more than 13%, with 
many investors fearing that 
it could signal a more inter¬ 
ventionist strategy by the 
president similar to previous 
governments. 

Onyx said the indepen¬ 
dence of Petrobras has not 
been jeopardized by Bolso- 
naro’s decision. □

this, many donations have been made since the incident 
and it looks like the Notre Dame will receive the atten¬ 
tion it needs and deserves. But, let's bring this discussion 
home and to our region. The Latin America and the Ca¬ 
ribbean (LAC) Region possesses a rich cultural and natu¬ 
ral heritage. The 33 countries have ratified the conven¬ 
tion concerning the protection of the World Cultural and 
Natural Heritage (SDG 11.4). The Region counts with 140 
properties inscribed on the World Heritage List as follows: 
97 cultural properties, 38 natural properties and 5 mixed 
properties. 

World Heritage in the Caribbean Region 

On 28 November 2014, in Havana, Cuba, the Caribbean 
States Parties to the 1972 

Convention concerning the Protection of the World Cul¬ 
tural and Natural Heritage adopted the Caribbean Ac¬ 
tion Plan for World Heritage 2015-2019. The elaboration 
of the Action Plan was underpinned by the identification 
of challenges considered as sub-regional priorities for the 
State Parties on which to work in the Caribbean over the 
next five years, which included the following 7 action 
plans: 

1. Conservation and Management 

2. Nominations and Tentative Lists 

3. Effects of Climate Change and Risk Management 

4. Community Participation 

5. Sustainable Tourism 

6. Capacity Building 

7. Networks and Partnerships 

“Conservation and Management” is the first step in the 
latest Action Plan in preserving monuments and related 
heritage sites in the Caribbean. According to UNESCO, 
specific policies and laws related to heritage must be 
reviewed regularly and must incorporate a “local” ap¬ 
proach. It also must strengthen coordination and com¬ 
munication between different levels of government and 
stakeholder agencies and individuals and ensure funding 
sources, either through specific budget lines or other ex¬ 
ternal input. Considering these aspects, Aruba has been 
making numerous attempts with the help of different gov¬ 
ernment and non-government organizations to preserve 
as much tangible heritage as possible. 

However, Aruba has yet to implement concrete regu¬ 
lations and laws to protect historical buildings from dis¬ 
appearing. We know that recently the government has 
announced that the Uncle Louis Store in San Nicolas will 
be preserved and renovated. After this complete reno¬ 
vation, the Department of Nature and Environment of 
Aruba will be occupying the building. This building was 
constructed in the 50s and was designed by Jan Nagel, 
becoming later a local store that sold cloth and later the 
Aruban customs office. Even though this is a remarkable 
project, many other historical buildings in Aruba remain 
unprotected by the community and by Aruban law.

into local sustainable de¬ 
velopment policies. Ca¬ 
pacity-building efforts are 
essential for local commu¬ 
nities to manage sites and 
reap the economic ben¬ 
efits associated with the 
promotion and protection 
of natural and cultural heri¬ 
tage. 

Lastly, Aruba, like many 
islands in the Caribbean 
are heavily dependent on 
Tourism for economic de¬ 
velopment. In recent years, 
nature-related tourism has 
increased in the Caribbe¬ 
an and certainly cultural 
tourism has the potential 
to become a great attrac¬ 
tion for visitors as indicated 
by ATHA and the Aruban 
government. It is neces¬ 


sary to implement policies 
and strategies to promote 
responsible tourism and en¬ 
sure its low impact on heri¬ 
tage sites. 

Let’s not forget the irre¬ 
sponsible act from tourists 
towards the Aruban natural 
heritage, who wrote per¬ 
sonal messages on rock for¬ 
mations at the north coast 
of the island. The cultural 
and natural sector and the 
tourism industry must work 
together, and thus con¬ 


tribute to improving visitor 
experiences and reinvest 
the benefits collected on 
the site for its conserva¬ 
tion, to create jobs and 
improve infrastructure and 
services for its population 
and visitors.

NEW YORK (AP) — Reigning WNBA MVP 
Breanna Stewart is expected to miss the 
upcoming season after she ruptured the 
Achilles tendon in her right ankle. 

Stewart injured the leg on Sunday in 
the EuroLeague Women championship 
game in Hungary. She flew to Los Angeles 
where test results confirmed fhe injury. 

The Seattle Storm announced the diag¬ 
nosis on Wednesday. 

“As we all know there are highs and lows 
throughout a career,” Stewart posted on 
her Twitter account. “This is just another 
obstacle that I will overcome. I’m thank¬ 
ful that I have so many people in my cor¬ 
ner to help me every step of the way. 
I’m feeling every emotion possible at this 
point but just know that the bounce back 
will be real and I'll be back better than 
ever." 

She will undergo surgery performed by 
Dr. Neal ElAttrache at a date to be de¬ 
termined. She is expected to make a full 
recovery for the start of the 2020 season. 
Stewart was playing for Dynamo Kursk, a 
Russian club, when she appeared to land 


awkwardly on the foot of fellow WNBA 
star Brittney Griner after attempting a 
jumper late in the first half against UMMC 
Ekaterinburg. She immediately grabbed 
at her lower right leg while grimacing in 
obvious pain. 

Stewart was attended to by trainers on 
the court before being helped to the 
locker room while not putting any weight 
on her right leg. 

“This is a tough time for Stewie and our 
hearts go out to her,” Storm CEO and 
General Manager Alisha Valavanis said. 
“The Storm family is behind her and we 
will support Stewie in every way we can 
as she begins her journey back to the 
court.” 

The 24-year-old Stewart won four national 
titles at UConn, and was the No. 1 over¬ 
all pick in the 2016 WNBA draft. She won 
both the league and finals MVP awards 
while leading the Storm to the franchise’s 
third WNBA title this past season. 

Stewart has played overseas in the off¬ 
season since she joined the WNBA. Her 
Dynamo Kursk squad fell 91-67 after she 
left the game.

Caster Semenya’s closest 
rival also has a condition 
that gives her high levels 
of naturally occurring tes¬ 
tosterone and would be 
affected if track and field's 
governing body imple¬ 
ments a contentious rule to 
control hormone levels. 
Francine Niyonsaba of Bu¬ 
rundi, who won silver med¬ 
als behind Semenya in the 
800 meters at the 2016 
Olympics and 2017 world 
championships, said in an 
interview with the Olympic 
Channel that she has hy- 
perandrogenism, the first 
time she's spoken about it 
publicly. And echoing the 
argument of Semenya, 
the 25-year-old Niyonsaba 
called the lAAF's intention 
to force some female ath¬ 
letes to lower their natural 
testosterone levels or be 


barred from certain events 
“discrimination.” 

“I know people talk, talk, 
talk about me,” Niyonsaba 
said. “You can't stop peo¬ 
ple talking. I like to hear 
people talking. That is mo¬ 
tivation. 

“I didn’t choose to be born 


like this. What am I? I’m 
created by god. So, (if) 
someone has more ques¬ 
tions about it, maybe (they) 
can ask god. I love myself. 
I will still be Francine. I will 
not change.” Referring to 
the rule, Niyonsaba said: 
“For me, it's about discrimi¬ 


nation. It doesn’t make 
sense.” The IAAF wants Se¬ 
menya, Niyonsaba and 
other female athletes with 
high levels of natural tes¬ 
tosterone to lower them 
— either through medica¬ 
tion or surgery — to be eli¬ 
gible to compete in events 
from 400 meters to the mile 
at top track meets like the 
Olympics. The IAAF ar¬ 
gues that female runners 
with abnormally high tes¬ 
tosterone levels have an 
unfair advantage. Seme¬ 
nya, the two-time Olym¬ 
pic champion from South 
Africa, is challenging that 
at the Court of Arbitration 
for Sport and the decision, 
now expected at the end 
of the month, could have 
serious ramifications for fe¬ 
male runners. 

Semenya, Niyonsaba and 
possibly other medal-win¬ 
ning athletes could be 


forced to take hormone¬ 
suppressing medication 
for the remainder of their 
careers or give up their 
favored events. The IAAF 
has records that show nu¬ 
merous athletes have the 
condition but has never 
identified them because 
confidential medical de¬ 
tails are involved. Previ¬ 
ously, Semenya and Indian 
sprinter Dutee Chand were 
the only top athletes to say 
they had hyperandrogen- 
ism, and Semenya only said 
it publicly recently in written 
statements regarding her 
case against the IAAF. 
Semenya and Niyonsaba 
finishing 1-2 in the 800 at 
the last two major meets 
appears to strengthen the 
lAAF’s stance that hyper- 
androgenism gives runners 
a significant and unfair ad¬ 
vantage. Niyonsaba reject¬

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Apple, Qualcomm settle bitter 
dispute over iPhone technology

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Apple and mobile chip 
maker Qualcomm have 
settled a bitter financial 
dispute centered on some 
of the technology that en¬ 
ables iPhones to connect 
to the internet. 

The surprise truce an¬ 
nounced Tuesday came 
just as the former allies 
turned antagonists were 
facing off in a federal court 
trial that was supposed to 
unfold over the next month 
in San Diego. The resolution 
abruptly ended that trial, 
which also involved Ap¬ 
ple’s key iPhone suppliers. 
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The deal requires Apple to 
pay Qualcomm an undis¬ 
closed amount. It also in¬ 
cludes a six-year licensing 
agreement that likely in¬ 
volves recurring payments 
to the mobile chip maker. 
Investors reacted as if it 
were a resounding vic¬ 
tory for Qualcomm. The 
San Diego company’s 
stock soared 23% to close 
Tuesday at $70.45. Apple 
shares edged up 2 cents to 
$199.25. 

Neither Apple nor Qual¬ 
comm would comment 
beyond a brief statement 
announcing they had re¬ 
solved their differences. 
Details about how much 
Apple and its iPhone sup¬ 
pliers will be paying Qual¬ 
comm could emerge in 
court documents or when 
the companies announce 
their latest financial results. 
Apple is due to report its 
quarterly results on April 30 
while Qualcomm is sched¬ 
uled to release its numbers 
on May 1. 

Apple had been seeking 
at least $1 billion for money 
that Qualcomm was sup¬ 
posed to rebate as part of 
an earlier licensing agree¬ 
ment. Apple had begun 
to have misgivings about 
that deal as it added more 
features to its increasingly 
popular line-up of iPhones. 
Qualcomm was seeking $7 
billion for unpaid royalties 


it contended it was owed 
for its patented technol¬ 
ogy in the iPhone. Apple's 
iPhone suppliers, including 
Foxconn and Pegatron, 
wanted another $27 billion 
from Qualcomm. 

The dispute was clearly be¬ 
ginning to hurt all parties 
involved, motivating them 
to settle, said technology 
industry analyst Patrick 
Moorhead of Moor Insights 
&amp; Strategy. 
Qualcomm also held an¬ 
other bargaining chip: It 
makes the modem chips 
needed for future smart¬ 
phones to work with the 
next generation of high¬ 
speed wireless networks 
known as “5G.” Two of 
Apple’s biggest rivals, 
Samsung and Huawei, are 
already getting ready to 
introduce 5G models. The 
iPhone would have been 
at a disadvantage if it 
didn't have a pipeline to 
Qualcomm’s chips. 

Falling behind the compe¬ 
tition isn't something Apple 
can afford with its iPhone 
sales already falling . 
“Ultimately, Apple realized 
this was more about two 
kids fighting in the sand¬

Netflix adds 9.6M 


subscribers in 1Q as 
competition heats up

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Netflix kicked off the year 
with the biggest subscriber 
gains in the history of its vid¬ 
eo-streaming service, but it 
still managed to disappoint 
investors by forecasting a 
springtime slowdown. 

The strong first-quarter per¬ 
formance coincided with 
Netflix’s biggest U.S. price 
increases and emerging 
streaming challenges from 
Walt Disney and Apple, 
two of the world's most 
popular brands. 

The video service add¬ 
ed 9.6 million subscribers 
worldwide during the first 
quarter of 2019, topping 
the projections of both 
Netflix’s own management 
and Wall Street analysts. It’s 
the most subscribers that 
Netflix has gained during 
any three-month stretch 
since the Los Gatos, Cali¬ 
fornia, company unveiled 
its streaming service 12 
years ago. 

The surge announced Tues¬ 
day left Netflix with near¬ 
ly 149 million subscribers 
through March. 

Netflix expects to add an¬ 
other 5 million subscribers 
during the current quarter 
ending June, but that pro¬ 
jection fell well below ana¬ 
lysts' forecast. It would also 
represent a decline from 
the 5.9 million customers 
that the service picked up 
during the same period last 
year. 

Netflix’s stock dipped 1% 
in extended trading to 


$355.85 after the numbers 
came out. 

In a discussion streamed 
on video, Netflix CEO Reed 
Hastings likened the past 
quarter to a “perfect clean 
shot” down the middle of a 
golf course’s fairway while 
drawing comparisons to 
Tiger Woods’ victory in the 
Masters tournament. 

Netflix tested the bounds 
of its popularity with a re¬ 
cent a recent price hike 
that raised the cost of its 
most popular plan to $13 a 
month, a $2 increase. New 
U.S. subscribers had to start 
paying the higher price in 
January, but it only recent¬ 
ly started to hit existing cus¬ 
tomers. 

The company said it 
doesn’t expect the price 
increase to trigger signifi¬ 
cant cancellations, though 
its second-quarter forecast 
implies otherwise. It expects 
to add just 300,000 U.S. sub¬ 
scribers from April through 
June, down from 700,000 
at the same time last year. 
Competition facing Netf¬ 
lix will heat up toward the 
end of this year when both 
Disney and Apple plan to 
start selling their own video¬ 
streaming services backed 
by big budgets. 

Disney’s offering, due out 
in November, could be 
a bigger threat because 
it will feature a library of 
classic films supplemented 
with original programming 
cooked up by a company 
with a proven record of 
churning out crowd-pleas¬ 
ing entertainmentO

If your tax refund this year 
was disappointing, you 
may be able to do some¬ 
thing about it: Contribute 
more to a retirement fund. 
Tax-deductible contribu¬ 
tions to 401 (k)s, IRAs and 
other retirement accounts 
are among the few remain¬ 
ing ways to reduce taxable 
income if you don’t itemize 
deductions. And few of us 
do these days: Only about 
1 in 10 taxpayers is ex¬ 
pected to itemize now that 
Congress has nearly dou¬ 
bled the standard deduc¬ 
tion, tax experts say. That’s 
down from about 1 in 3 be¬ 
fore the law changed. 
FEWER WAYS TO TRIM TAX 
BILLS 

As a result, many of the tra¬ 
ditional tips and tricks for 
reducing tax bills either no 
longer work or are of limited 
help. Deductions for mort¬ 
gage interest, charitable 
contributions and medical 
expenses, for example, can 
be taken only if you itemize. 
In addition to increasing 
standard deductions, the 
tax law enacted in Decem¬ 
ber 2017 also did away with 
personal exemptions and 
curbed or eliminated many 
other common deductions: 

— Unreimbursed work ex¬ 
penses, tax prep fees and 
job search costs are no lon¬ 
ger deductible. 

— Moving expenses aren't 
deductible unless you're 
active-duty military. 

— Casualty and theft losses 
are deductible only in a 


$ 10 , 000 . 

— Home equity loan in¬ 
terest is deductible only 
if the money was used to 
substantially improve your 
home. 

Student loan interest is still 
deductible if you don’t 
itemize, as are certain self- 
employment expenses. 

You can reduce taxable 
income by contributing to 
workplace flexible spend¬ 
ing accounts and the 
health savings accounts 
that are paired with high- 
deductible health insur¬ 
ance plans. 

RETIREMENT PLAN CONTRI¬ 
BUTIONS OFFER MULTIPLE 
BENEFITS 

Not everyone can take ad¬ 


says Michael Eisenberg, 
a CPA personal finance 
specialist with the AlCPA's 
National CPA Financial Lit¬ 
eracy Commission. 

If you don’t have a work¬ 
place plan such as a 401 (k), 
you can make tax-deduct¬ 
ible contributions to an IRA 
as long as you’re under 
7014 and have earned in¬ 
come, typically from salary, 
wages or self-employment 
income, that's at least 
equal to your contribu¬ 
tion. People can put up to 
$6,000 into an IRA in 2019, 
or $7,000 if they're 50 or 
older. (If you or your spouse 
has a workplace plan, you 
can still CONTRIBUTE to an 
IRA, but how much you 


can DEDUCT depends on 
your income. Check the IRS 
site for details.) 

Contribution limits are high¬ 
er for workplace plans such 
as 401 (k)s: $19,000 for 2019, 
or $25,000 if you're 50 or 
older. If you have a work¬ 
place plan, your company 
also likely offers matching 
funds, says Jarod Taylor, 
a financial counselor in 
Westerville, Ohio. 

“Let's say you put in 4% (of 
your pay), and your em¬ 
ployer matches that up to 
4%," Taylor says. “You just 
gave yourself a 4% bonus." 
Lower-income taxpayers 
may receive an additional 
benefit: a tax credit of up to 
$2,000 for single people or 
$4,000 for married couples 
filing jointly that can further 
reduce the cost of con¬ 
tributions. Tax credits are 
even more valuable than 
deductions, and it’s rare to 
get both at the same time. 
Credits of 50%, 20% or 10% 
of retirement contributions 
are available for singles 
with adjusted gross income 
up to $32,000 or $64,000 f 
or a married couple filing 
jointly. 

HOW TO FIND THE MONEY 

For many people, tax re¬ 
funds aren’t “extra” money. 
Every dollar may be need¬ 
ed to catch up on overdue 
bills or pay for health care. 
If that's not the case, 
though, you could put a 
chunk of this year's refund 
into a retirement account. 
You can do that directly, 
by opening or contributing 
to an IRA. Or you can boost 
your 401 (k) contribution 


and use the refund to help 
replace money deducted 
from your paycheck. 

If you don’t mind a smaller 
refund and just want to pay 
less taxes, another possibil¬ 
ity is reducing your with¬ 
holding and channeling 
the additional money into 
your retirement fund, Tay¬ 
lor says. Taylor also advises 
clients to look for small ex¬ 
penses to trim, such as ne¬ 
gotiating a cheaper cable 
package and avoiding 
bank fees. 

“You’ve already been liv¬ 
ing without that money, so 
just funnel that off to saving 
for retirement," Taylor says. 
Even small amounts can 
add up. As traditional pen¬ 
sions become rarer, it's im¬ 
portant for most people to 
save if they want a com¬ 
fortable retirement.

Space station shipment launched 
from Virginia seashore

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(AP)-A fresh grocery ship¬ 
ment rocketed toward the 
International Space Sta¬ 
tion on Wednesday after 
launching from Virginia’s 
seashore. 

Northrop Grumman's An¬ 
tares rocket blasted off 
from Wallops Island. The 
company’s Cygnus cap¬ 
sule should arrive at the 
space station Friday, just in 
time for Easter. 

While there’s no Easter 
ham or lamb, NASA said 
plenty of holiday fixings are 
going up for the space sta¬ 
tion’s six residents, includ¬ 
ing smoked turkey, pork 


chops, asparagus and 
cobbler. Altogether, more 
than 800 meals are tucked 
away. 

The 7,600-pound (3,450-ki¬ 
logram) load also includ¬ 
ed three free-flying robots 
to be tested as astronaut 
helpers, 40 black lab mice 
and 63 tiny student-re- 
search satellites. 

Two of the cube-shaped 
Astrobee robots will be 
tested inside by the sta¬ 
tion crew, while the third — 
called Seeker and the size 
of a bread loaf — will wait 
until the Cygnus departs in 
July before being released 
and flying solo in orbit. The 
mice are part of tetanus- 
vaccine testing.Q

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Filipinos plan more diggings where new human species found

MANILA, Philippines (AP) — 

Archaeologists who discov¬ 
ered fossil bones and teeth 
of a previously unknown 
human species that thrived 
more than 50,000 years 
ago in the northern Philip¬ 
pines said Thursday they 
plan more diggings and 
called for better protection 
of the popular limestone 
cave complex where the 
remains were unearthed. 
Filipino archaeologist Ar¬ 
mand Salvador Mijares 
said the discovery of the 
remains in Callao Cave in 
Cagayan province made 
the Philippines an important 
research ground on human 
evolution. The new species 
is called Homo luzonensis 
after the main northern is¬ 
land of Luzon, where the 
remains were dug up start¬ 
ing in 2007. 

Beaming with pride, Mijares 
displayed the six fragments 
of bones from the feet, 
hands and thigh and seven 
teeth of three individuals 
from that bygone era in a 
news conference at the 
state-run University of the 


Philippines. Tests showed 
two of the fossil fragments 
had minimum ages of 
50,000 years and 67,000 
years, according to a study 
published by the scientific 
journal Nature. 

“This puts the Philippines, 
our scientific community in 
the spotlight,” Mijares said. 
“Before, we’re just periph¬ 
eral in this debate of hu¬ 
man evolution.” 

Mijares, who led a small 
team of foreign and lo¬ 
cal archaeologists behind 


the rare discovery, said he 
plans to resume the dig¬ 
gings next year and hopes 
to find larger fossil bones, 
artifacts and possibly stone 
tools used by people in 
those times. Aside from 
Callao Cave, human fossils 
have recently been found 
in another site in Bulacan 
province just north of the 
capital, Manila, Mijares 
said without elaborating. 
Another veteran Filipino ar¬ 
chaeologist, Eusebio Dizon, 
said the human remains 


from Callao were the old¬ 
est to be found in the Philip¬ 
pines, predating those dis¬ 
covered in Tabon Cave on 
the western island of Pala¬ 
wan by thousands of years. 
While the archaeological 
find could attract more sci¬ 
entists, Dizon worried that 
it could also draw vandals 
and treasure hunters who 
could threaten the seven- 
chamber cave complex, 
which is a popular tourism 
destination. An open-air 
chapel with pews and an 
altar in the cave complex 
has become a popular 
venue for weddings and 
filmmakers. 

“Penablanca has been a 
treasure hunting haven of 
many people,” Dizon said, 
referring to the Cagayan 
provincial town where the 
Callao caves are located. 
“Maybe it will reignite their 
kind of activity so that’s 
why it needs protection 
now more than ever." 

The main exodus of mod¬ 
ern man's own species 
from Africa that all of to¬ 
day's non-African people 
are descended from took 
place around 60,000 years 


ago. Analysis of the bones 
from the Callao caves led 
the study authors to con¬ 
clude they belonged to a 
previously unknown mem¬ 
ber of our “Homo” branch 
of the human family tree. 
One of the toe bones and 
the overall pattern of footh 
shapes and sizes differ from 
what’s been seen before 
in the Homo family, the re¬ 
searchers said. 

The fossil bones and teeth 
found about 3 meters (9.8 
feet) below the ground in 
the cave show they be¬ 
longed to small-bodied 
people. Bones of deer and 
related animals were found 
in fhe area, some with cut 
marks, suggesting they 
were butchered although 
there were no stone tools or 
sharp implements found in 
the immediate area where 
the human fossils were dug 
up, Mijares said. 

Although the find con¬ 
tributes a new insight into 
modern man's ancient be¬ 
ginnings, Dizon said it also 
raised new questions and 
deepened the mystery 
behind the evolution of 
man.Q

Study: Aegean farmers replaced 
hunters of ancient Britain

BERLIN (AP) — A wave of 
migrants from what is now 
Greece and Turkey arrived 
in Britain some 6,000 years 
ago and virtually replaced 
the existing hunter-gather¬ 
er population, according 
to a study published Mon¬ 
day in the journal Nature. 
Scientists examining sam¬ 
ples of ancient remains dat¬ 
ing as far back as 8500 BC 
found the dark-skinned for¬ 
agers who had inhabited 
the British Isles since the last 
Ice Age left comparatively 
little trace in the genetic re¬ 
cord after the transition to 
farming, suggesting there 
wasn’t much interbreeding 
with the newcomers who 
arrived around 4000 BC. 

By contrast, the same Ae¬ 
gean migrants mixed ex¬ 
tensively with local popula¬ 
tions when they introduced 
farming to continental 
Europe about 1,000 years 


earlier, according to previ¬ 
ous DNA studies. 

“It is difficult to say why this 
is, but it may be that those 
last British hunter-gatherers 
were relatively few in num¬ 
ber," said Mark G. Thomas, 
a professor of evolutionary 
genetics at University Col¬ 
lege London who co-wrote 
the study. 

“Even if these two popu¬ 
lations had mixed com¬ 
pletely, the ability of adept 
continental farmers and 
their descendants to main¬ 
tain larger population sizes 
would produce a signifi¬ 
cant diminishing of hunter- 
gatherer ancestry over 
time.” 

The researchers from Brit¬ 
ain and the United States 
found fhat the remains of 
Britain’s early farmers were 
genetically similar to those 
discovered in what is now 
Spain and Portugal, indi¬ 
cating this population trav¬ 
eled east to west through 


the Mediterranean, and 
then up to Britain. 

Strikingly, the newcomers 
appear to have arrived 
first on the western coast 
before spreading to other 
parts of Britain, suggesting 
they didn’t cross the English 
Channel using the shortest 
possible course but instead 
braved the wilder Atlantic 
route. 

“This route is a continua¬ 
tion of the Mediterranean 
coastal dispersal route but 
of course in much more 
complicated maritime cir¬ 
cumstances," said Carles 
Lalueza-Fox of the Institute 
of Evolutionary Biology in 
Barcelona, Spain. 
Lalueza-Fox, who wasn’t in¬ 
volved with the study, said 
the findings match what is 
known about the spread of 
megalithic structures along 
Europe's Atlantic coast. 
Perhaps the best-known of 
these structures is Stone¬ 
henge in Britain. □ 
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Berry Gordy fulfills dreams with Motown reaching 60 years

Gordy told the packed Mi¬ 
crosoft Theater at the “Mo¬ 
town 60: A Grammy Cel¬ 
ebration” that he wanted 
his label to bring people 
together from all walks of 
life through “a legacy of 
love.”

His label introduced and 
helped launch the careers 
some of the biggest selling 
music stars from Gaye to 
Lionel Richie. 

His label paved a way for 
the Motown Museum to be 
built in Detroit. It was the first 
headquarters of Gordy’s 
music empire where Won¬ 
der, The Supremes, the Mir¬ 
acles and other performers 
recorded hits before Mo¬ 
town moved to California in 
1972. “We didn’t even real¬ 
ize the impact of Motown,” 
said Gordy, who started 
the label with an $800 loan 
from his family. “In those 
early days, the unsung he¬ 
roes had the courage to 
follow me down a road 
that didn’t even exist.” 
Some of Motown’s great¬ 
est hits were put on display 
during the concert, which 
was taped in February.Q 


‘Deeply candid’ Demi Moore memoir coming in September

ell's stylish and beautifully 
crafted but maddeningly 
mind-bending Los Angeles 
dreamscape. At a certain 
juncture, though, you need 
to feel tethered — to some¬ 
thing. 

And by that we mean 
anything. It doesn’t have 
to be a linear narrative to 
string these often seduc¬ 
tive scenes together. And 
the constant rabbit holes 
we're led down are fine, 
to a point. But a sustain¬ 
able core to the character 
would be nice. Not a moral 
core, just maybe an emo¬ 
tional guidepost to bet¬ 
ter understand where he’s 
coming from. But that, too, 
is elusive. 

“Under the Silver Lake," 
so named for the hipster 
LA neighborhood where it 


takes place, is the story of 
Sam (Garfield), a 33-year- 
old ... well, we're searching 
for a noun here, but it’s not 
clear what Sam does, or is. 
We do know he’s current¬ 
ly unemployed, and lives 
alone in a cluttered apart¬ 
ment with a balcony from 
which he can spy, with 
low-tech binocs (a la “Rear 
Window,” one of countless 
old Hollywood references) 
on women nearby. This in¬ 
cludes the wacky, topless 
“bird lady” on a nearby 
terrace, and a new neigh¬ 
bor, lovely Sarah (Riley Ke- 
ough), who shows up one 
day in the swimming pool. 
Although Sam, despite 
the lack of a discernible 
direction in life, still has no 
problem getting female 
companionship (an actress 


friend comes by periodi¬ 
cally in different costumes 
for quick dalliances), he 
becomes enchanted with 
Sarah, a blonde who favors 
ruby-red lipstick and seems 
to be channeling Marilyn 
Monroe. 

And then, suddenly, in the 
middle of the night, Sarah 
disappears — and her little 
dog, too. 

The dog detail is important, 
because a dog killer seems 
to be on the loose in Silver 
Lake, terrifying the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

At the same time, a bil¬ 
lionaire has gone missing. 
Then, a gruesome discov¬ 
ery emerges that seems to 
link Sarah, who may have 
left a coded message be¬ 
hind, with the billionaire. 
But how, and why?Q 


Monkey Punch, creator of megahit 
Japan comic Lupin III, dies

TOKYO (AP) — Cartoon¬ 
ist Monkey Punch, best 
known as the creator of the 
Japanese megahit comic 
series Lupin III, has died at 
age of 81. His office, MP 
Pictures, said Wednesday 
that Monkey Punch, whose 
real name is Kazuhiko Kato, 
died of pneumonia on April 
11. The story of master thief 
Lupin’s adventures with his 
gang — gunman Daisuke 
Jigen, sword master Go- 
emon Ishikawa and sexy 
beauty Fujiko Mine, as well 
as a detective, Zenigata — 
started in 1967. 

The cartoon also was 
adapted for TV animation 
and movies, some direct¬ 
ed by renowned animators 


including Hayao Miyazaki 
and Isao Takahata. 

Kato himself directed the 
1996 animated film “Lupin 
III: Dead or Alive.” Miyazaki, 


who directed a 1971 Lupin 
animation for TV, made his 
feature-length film debut 
with “Lupin III: The Castle of 
Cagliostro” in 1997. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — From 
Ben Affleck and Susan Sa¬ 
randon fo Anna Winfour 
and Willie Nelson, celebri¬ 
ties lined up to give money 

— and a dash of star power 

— to their favorite Demo¬ 
cratic presidential candi¬ 
dates ahead of this week’s 
first quarter fundraising 
deadline. 

For months, candidates in 
the crowded field of more 
than a dozen contenders 
have aggressively courted 
key figures in music, televi¬ 
sion, publishing and film, 
who are one of the party's 
most reliable sources of 
campaign cash. Although 
many donors remain on 
the sidelines, contributing 
to lackluster fundraising 
hauls, an early snapshot in¬ 
cluded in the campaign fi¬ 
nance reports submitted to 
the Federal Election Com¬ 
mission this week offers a 
glimpse of who is drawing 
attention from entertain¬ 


ment industry in the early 
stages of the race. 

“When you talk about Hol¬ 
lywood, yes, we are talk¬ 
ing about movie stars and 
writers and directors, but 
we are also talking about 
people with decades of 
experience with presiden¬ 
tial campaigns,” said Yusef 
Robb, a longtime California 
political strategist. “Earning 
support from somebody 
with a lot of connections in 
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the political world couples 
with their star power, which 
people in the chattering 
classes notice." 

California Sen. Kamala Har¬ 
ris has long-standing rela¬ 
tionships with major enter¬ 
tainment industry figures in 
her home state. But former 
Texas Rep. Beto O’Rourke , 
Vermont Sen. Bernie Sand¬ 
ers and South Bend, Indi¬ 
ana, Mayor Pete Buttigieg 
are also among the can¬ 


didates who count celebri¬ 
ties as donors. 

So far, few donors are bun¬ 
dling large sums of money 
for candidates by asking 
their friends, family and col¬ 
leagues to give, too. But 
many have given individu¬ 
ally, which is limited under 
campaign finance law to 
a $2,800 contribution dur¬ 
ing the primary election, 
followed by another $2,800 
earmarked for the general 
election campaign. 

Last month, Harris was 
feted at the Pacific Pali¬ 
sades home of director J J. 
Abrams and his wife, Katie 
McGrath, in a gathering 
attended by Hollywood 
powerbrokers, including TV 
hitmaker Shonda Rhimes. 
Harris also has received 
money from Affleck, who 
gave $2,800; actress Eva 
Longoria, who gave $5,400; 
composer Quincy Jones, 
who gave $2,800; and for¬ 
mer “Mad Men” star Jon 
Hamm, who gave $1,000. 
O'Rourke, a former punk 


rocker, received $2,800 
from a fellow Texan, coun¬ 
try music icon Nelson, as 
well as $1,850 from Grateful 
Dead bassist Phil Lesh and 
$2,800 from Dave Matthews 
Band violinist Boyd Tinsley. 
He also took in $5,600 from 
Vogue editor-in-chief Win- 
tour, $1,500 from comedian 
and “Breaking Bad” actor 
Bob Odenkirk, $2,500 from 
Texas film director Richard 
Linklater and $350 from 
“Saturday Night Live” star 
Cecily Strong. 

Sanders received $2,700 
from actor and comedian 
Danny DeVito, $2,800 from 
actress Susan Sarandon, 
$2,500 from piano player 
Norah Jones and $1,000 
from Foo Fighters guitarist 
Christopher Shiflett. Jona¬ 
than Fishman, drummer for 
the jam band Phish, which 
was formed in Sanders’ 
home state of Vermont, 
gave $1,000, while Thomas 
Middleditch from HBO's 
“Silicon Valley" gave $500, 
records show. □ 


Nick Waterhouse makes old soul sounds for new themes

Nick Waterhouse, “Nick Waterhouse" (In¬ 
novative Leisure) “There's an exit/and 
there's a way out/the two just ain't the 
same" is a typical lyric from Nick Water¬ 
house’s self-titled fourth album, a collec¬ 
tion that stays true to his particular style 
and sets images and stories of 21st-century 
noir to soul and R&B sounds rooted in the 
1950s and ‘60s. 

“Undedicated,” the source of the words 
above, could be sung by the protago¬ 
nist of Chris Isaak’s “Wicked Game" as 
he nears the end of the line — or, let's be 
optimistic, a new start — and the tune's 
baritone and tenor saxes help to paint 
a grim horizon: “Feel that old fear ... that 


nobody's gonna remember your name.” 
With an insistent little riff and dangerous 
guitar by Bart Davenport, “El Viv" is the 
kind of instrumental that helps understand 
why bands like The Ventures became so 
influential without having to sing a single 
word, while “Which Was Writ” is just as 
cool, its skeletal arrangements relying on 
a Telecaster, a baritone guitar and slightly 
reverbed vocals. 

“Black Glass” investigates global obses¬ 
sions as the walls keep closing in and 
“Song for Winners" sounds cruel — “I hear 
no fearlessness/only fear" — but could just 
as well be a call for resolve and action. 
Nick Waterhouse may be a man out of 
time but don’t confuse that with living in 
the past.Q

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Morocco is a trove of Jewish history if you know where to go

NEW YORK (AP) — With 
its mountains and desert, 
beach resorts and Berber 
villages, Morocco is a feast 
for travelers of all kinds, in¬ 
cluding those who want 
to explore the kingdom's 
deep Jewish roots. 

The presence of Jews in 
Morocco stretches back 
more than 2,000 years. Be¬ 
fore the founding of Israel 
in 1948, estimates put their 
number as high as about 
275,000, which was con¬ 
sidered the largest Jewish 
community in the Muslim 
world, said Roy Mittelman, 
director of the Jewish stud¬ 
ies program at The City Col¬ 
lege of New York. 

Today, after vast waves of 
departures over the years, 
only about 2,000 Jews re¬ 
main in Casablanca and 
about 500 elsewhere in 
Morocco, but the Jewish 
presence is still alive in a va¬ 
riety of sights. The Museum 
of Moroccan Judaism in 
suburban Casablanca, for 
instance, is the only muse¬ 
um on Judaism in the Arab 
world. 

Jews of Moroccan de¬ 
scent, in Israel and around 
the globe, return to the 
North African kingdom of¬ 
ten and some maintain 
second homes in familial re¬ 
gions. Jewish heritage tours 
to Morocco are abundant 
and easy to track down. 
Most cities have a mellah, 
which is an old Jewish quar¬ 
ter, along with Jewish cem¬ 
eteries and synagogues. 
Mittelman, who has spent 
40 years absorbing the his¬ 
tory, culture and religious 
practices of Jews in Moroc¬ 
co, leads groups of students 
on tours of Jewish sights as 
part of an advanced semi¬ 
nar. He said there's plenty 
to read ahead of a visit. 

He recommends Shlomo 
Dessen's “The Mellah So¬ 
ciety: Jewish Community 
Life in Sherifian Morocco” 
for more on pre-colonial 
Morocco, based on the 
writings of 18th- and 19th- 
century Judeo-Moroccan 
sages. 

To learn more about the 
spiritual history of the Jew¬ 
ish quarter in Marrakech, 
he recommends the trav¬ 
elogue of Bulgarian Jew¬ 


ish writer Elias Canetti, “The 
Voices of Marrakesh: A Re¬ 
cord of a Visit.” 

Mittelman has honed his 
travel itineraries over the 
years. Here are some of his 
favorites and other sights: 
CASABLANCA 
The last Moroccan Jewish 
day school. Neve Shalom, 
is in Casablanca, which is 
the economic and business 
center of the kingdom. Ask 
for Principal Jacky Sebbag. 
Watch the children playing 
outside in the yard, enjoy 
them singing Jewish songs 
and learn more about the 
school’s Hebrew classes 
and Bible studies, Mittel¬ 
man said. 

Visit the Tahiti Beach Club, 
once a local Jewish hang¬ 
out. 

Among Mittelman's walk¬ 
ing tours of Jewish residen¬ 
tial areas in Casablanca 
are stops at the Beth El and 
Eim Habanim synagogues. 
There’s also a newer syna¬ 
gogue, David Ha-Melech, 
in the tony, beachside Cor- 
niche quarter not far from 
the beach club. 
Casablanca has a tradi¬ 
tional kosher bakery and 
kosher restaurants, as do 
other cities. 

Mittelman sings the praises 
of guide Dorith Benmoha of 
the American Jewish Joint 
Distribution Committee. 
She's based in Casablanca 
and is considered an ex¬ 
pert on all things Jewish in 


Morocco, especially the 
Casablanca community. 
Her email address is dorith- 
benmoha@hotmail.com. 
Her cell and WhatsApp 
number: +212 6 61 20 39 81. 
She has an insider’s view. 
MARRAKECH 

Just over 100 Jews remain 
in Marrakech, including a 
handful who live in the old 
Jewish quarter, Mittelman 
said, but the mellah is bus¬ 
tling. 

Among the synagogues 
that remain is the tiny blue- 
and-white Lazama, along 
a narrow street. Ask a lo¬ 
cal how to find it. Visitors 
may enter for a small fee. 
There's an inviting riad-style 
courtyard with a fruit tree 
and a few chairs for weary 
travelers. 

The original synagogue 
dated to 1492 but it was lat¬ 
er rebuilt. The synagogue’s 
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Torah scrolls were written 
on gazelle parchment, ac¬ 
cording to the synagogue’s 
Muslim guide. Visitors can 
have a look at Lazama’s 
mikveh, the traditional Jew¬ 
ish ritual bath down some 
winding stone steps. 

The mellah isn't the only 
place for synagogues. 
Head to the city’s newer 
section of Gueliz, with a 
heavy European influence, 
for shabbat services at 
Temple Beth El Synagogue. 
Any taxi driver should know 
how to get there. 

Two hours south of Mar¬ 
rakech is a little town called 
Anouim, where the mysteri¬ 
ous rabbi and healer Wa- 
zana once lived. 

For another day trip out of 
Marrakech visit the Jewish 
heritage sites at Essaouira, 
once a thriving Jewish 
center and a former Portu¬ 


guese fishing town. It was 
also a stop for 1960s and 
‘70s rock stars who made 
pilgrimages to Marrakech. 
The town, dating to the 
1700s, has a synagogue, 
cemetery and mellah, with 
plaques indicating build¬ 
ings where ancient, long- 
gone synagogues once 
stood. 

A particular highlight for 
Mittelman is the Tomb of 
the Sainted Rabbi, Haim 
ben Diwan, just over an 
hour south of Marrakech. 
Jews still gather at the spot 
in the high Atlas Mountains 
in the village of Tagadirt 
n'Bour near Anrhaz for a 
traditional “hiloula” cele¬ 
bration of his life. 

Mittelman leads groups up 
a hill for a picnic near the 
tomb. 

“It’s our little pilgrimage 
spot. You see mountains all 
around you and you hear 
wind going through the 
mountains. Sensually it’s an 
incredible experience,” he 
said. 

FES 

The city had a large Jewish 
community in the 17th cen¬ 
tury and has a well-known 
Orthodox synagogue, Ibn 
Danan. Once crumbling, it 
was refurbished in the 1990s 
with help from the World 
Monuments Fund and 
American Express. King Mo¬ 
hammad VI has commit¬ 
ted to reviving Jewish sites 
around Morocco. 

The mellah here is a maze 
within walls. You WILL get 
lost and that’s half the fun. 
It was the first mellah in Mo¬ 
rocco, dating to around 
1438. 

In addition to a Jewish 
cemetery, where a couple 
of eminent medieval rabbis 
are buried, there’s a site in 
Fes that is considered sa¬ 
cred among women, the 
Tomb of Solika. With a last 
name that varies, Solika — 
as one retelling goes — was 
a Jewish woman of great 
beauty who was behead¬ 
ed in 1834 for refusing to 
convert to Islam. 
Maimonides, one of the 
most prolific and influential 
Torah scholars in the Middle 
Ages, lived in Fes from 1159 
to 1165. His stone home, 
with weathered engrav¬ 
ing marking the location, is 
worth a stop.Q
